Insurance, Grants, Time - 
How To Replace Fire Loss 


In the early hours of November 
11, a fire of undetermined origin 
leveled the main building of the 
Hartnell College East Campus. 
Now, only one week later, school 
officials are busily drawing up 
plans for a $6,000 study of new 
sites and proposals not just for 
reconstruction of the East Cam- 
pus but for the entire college, 
main ‘campus included. The gen- 
eral purpose of the study is to 
provide a guide for development 
of the college from 1967 to 1981 
and’ beyond. 

During: an emergency meeting 
of school trustees in the Student 
Union November 15, Hartnell 
President William Harwood was 
given the authority to take the 
steps necessary to provide facili- 
ties at the East Campus. 

However, Harwood noted that; 
the college can only provide tem- 
porary facilities and that East 
Campus students and faculty will 
have to make do with their make- 
shift quarters. 

Lyman Fowler, director of the 
East Campus, said arrangements 
have already been made for ship- 
ments of tools and equipment 
from various sources at minimum 
cost. over a 20-year period. Other 
aid provideq by the Vocational 


Education Act could _ provide 
Hartnell with $450,000 in addi- 

Hartnell College district insur- 
tional federal funds if approved. 
ance agent Ed Johnson assured 
the board and the large audience 
in attendance that there would be 
no problem obtaining financial 
coverage. But he noted that a 
painstaking survey would have to 
be conducted to see just how 
much is salvagable. 

As for the fire itself, units of 
the Salinas Fire Department and 
Rural Fire Department first ar- 
rived on the scene at approxi- 
mately 2am. When firemen ar- 
rived the fire had already en- 
gulfed most of the main struc- 
ture. Because of lack of water, 
firemen watched helplessly as the 
flames raced through the build- 
ing unchecked, inflicting more 
than $1 million in damages. 

Arson has not been ruled out 
as a possible cause of the fire. A 
night watchman, on duty until 
1 am., stated that he was sure 
that all doors were secure when 
he left the scene. However, Fire 
Chief. William Menninger said 
that he noticed the door leading

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Bomb Man on Year 2000

Herman Kahn thinks about the 
unthinkable. At times Kahn 
thinks he is the Soviet Union, 
Red China, or even Europe. And 
he plays with atomic bombs and 
blows up 150,000 Americans. 

The defense analyst will speak 
in the library on November 22. 
His talk, “The Year 2000,” will 
begin at 8 p.m. 

The author of the books 
“On Thermonuclear War” and 
“Thinking About the. Unthink- 
able” wonders if Red China could 
send troops into Vietnam. 

To plot the probable strategy 
of Mao Tse-tung, Kahn becomes 
Red China. 

To send troops and equipment 
into South Vietnam would be 
hard for the People’s Republic, 
according to Kahn. 

But some people disagree with 
him. Kahn knows why. ‘Look at 
a wall map, and you see Vietnam 
down below China, and you can 


almost visualize 700 million Chi- : 


nese pouring down. 

But the former member of the 
Atomic Energy Commission looks 
at a relief map. 

Difficulties ss 

He realizes communist China 
would have to use bicycles, rules, 
and men to transport logistics 
into Vietnam. Just one good road 
and train run from Red China to 
Vietnam.’ The railroad has two 
gauge types, which pose another 
transporting problem. Besides, 
the Himalayas must be crossed. 

What if Red China entered the 
Vietnam war? “There are a lot 
of Americans who are looking

for an excuse to bomb Chinese 
installations right now.” She 
would lose her atomic installa- 
tion. The US would destroy most 
of the industries of communist 
China. 

As a result the People’s Repub- 
lic would. have taken another 
great leap backward in showing 
the world she is a major power, 
not a paper dragon. The US 
would have crippled China’s ef- 
forts to get atomic teeth. 

Would Lose 

“In addition the Chinese could ° 

not win in Vietnam if we wanted

The USSR will probably not 
enter. Her caution stops. her 
from sending troops to help Ho 
Chi Minh. 

Russia tends to keep her sol- 
diers inside her sphere of influ- 
ence:. True, the’ USSR. sent 
troops into Cuba. But she had 
gained control of the island. 

In contrast the US will drop 
American soldiers into trouble 
spots of the world. The US sent 
22,000 troops into Santo Domin- 
go. 
And Kahn thinks the Marxists 
or revisionists “are not about 
to risk Russia for Vietnam.” 

While Kahn inpersonates the 
Soviet Union, he asks himself 
other questions. : 

Aid 

For example, will Russia help 
the Red Chinese if the US 
bombed them? Kahn says ‘the 
USSR will help. But to get Rus- 
sian aid, communist China must 
submit to. the protection and 
leadership of the Soviet Union. 

Because the USSR opposes the 
US, Kahn asks himself a ques- 
tion: what will happen if Russia 
bombs this country? Kahn says 
we can blow up the Soviet Union 
later. “Don’t forget we believe 
we have an invulnerable missile 
force.” 

The USSR has supposedly 200 
intercontinental ballistic missiles. 
The US has 600 to 800 Minute- 
men, 300 Polaris missiles, and 
airborne bombers ready to strike. 

Nuclear War 

Kahn thinks a nuclear war will 
occur. The US will likely back 
into it. Or a small power having 
little to lose will begin the war. 

But the consultant of the Of- 
fice of Civil and Defense Mobili- 
zation thinks a small war like 
Vietnam will not lead to a ther- 
monucléar war.

PRECEDENT; 
WAA SUES 
AND WINS

The student court made an im- 
portant decision this week which 
will affect future interclub rela- 
tions. 

The dispute was between the 
Woman’s Athletic Association and 
Circle K. WAA charged that Cir- 
cle K failed to fulfill its duties 
for the Homecoming dance. WAA 
and Circle K co-sponsored the 
dance. 

Originally the clubs agreed to 
split ‘the profits equally. But 
WAA asked for two-thirds of the 
profits. 

Because I am a member of Cir- 
cle K, I was unable to preside 
ever the case as Chief Justice. 

Steve Dial, associate justice, 
served in my. position. The Stu- 
dent Court’ ruled in favor of 
WAA. But they reduced the set- 
tlement to a $25 differential. 

This case sets precedent. If a 
campus . organization co-sponsors 
an activity and is found delin- 
quent in. performing duties dele- 
gated to it, then the organization 
shall be fineq an amount to be 
set by the Student Court. 

I take this opportunity to ad- 
vise clubs co-sponsoring activities 
to agree on duties and to record 
the agreements in two sets of 
minutes. If a dispute arises, then 
I can ask the clubs to settle the 
matter out of court. 

As for this case in particular, 
I wish to thank both clubs for 
their rational and honest _be- 
havior in court. I feel that it is 
unfortunate that Circle K had to 
be the example. It has been pre- 
viously and will be one of the 
college’s major assets. 

I shall try to report periodical- 
ly on the Student Court. Often 
one hears that the Student Court 
exists only because it is provided 
for in the constitution. This year 
that will not be so; this year the 
students will have a court,
